Nixon checkup again delayed

WASHINGTON (AP) —President 


Nixon headed for the naval hospital in 
suburban Bethesda, Md., today for a 
physical checkup, but snowstorm traffic 
tie-ups forced him to return to the White 
House before reaching his destination. 


The White House said that Nixon left 


unannounced for his annual physical 
exam shortly after 8 a.m. 


But within the hour word was relayed 


to reporters that he was turning back 
because a snowstorm had clogged rush 
hour traffic along the route. 


This marked the second postponement 


of Nixon's yearly checkup. 


The President had been scheduled to 


have his checkup on Dec. 15 but post- 
poned it. Aides said at the time he did so 
to devote time to the energy crisis. 


Nixon, who was 61 last month, was 


described as sometimes looking tired in 
recent weeks and needing more exercise 
and relaxation. That word came from his 
personal physicial Maj. Gen. Walter R. 
Tkach. 


When Nixon went to the Bethesda 


hospital for a two-hour examination on 
Dec. 20, 1972, Tkach told reporters he 
was concerned that the President wasn't 
getting enough exercise. The doctor each 


year has urged him to do more swim- 
ming, golfing, bowling and walking, but 
instead, Nixon has gradually curtailed 
his physical activity. 


Talking to a reporter prior to Nixon's 


hospital visit today, Tkach gave no 
indication the President is in anything 
less than good health, but he ack- 
nowledged his patient displays signs of 
fatigue from time to time.

Spacemen home 
after 84 days 


ABOARD USS NEW ORLEANS (AP) 


—Skylab 3's astronauts came horile from 
man's longest space voyage today, 
splashing down in the Pacific Ocean to 
end a flight which they said proved 
"America can do anything in manned 
space flight that it so desires." 


Gerald P. Carr, William R. Pogue and 


Edward G. Gibson climaxed their record 
84-day trip when their Apollo taxi ship, 
dangling under orange and white 
parachutes, hit the water. 


The recovery ship, the USS New 


Orleans, was in the prime recovery area 
176 miles southwest of San Diego, Calif., 
ready to hoist the astronaut aboard for 
medical tests to determine how well they 
withstood their long exposure to space 
weightlessness. 


During nearly three months in space, 


the astronauts traveled 34V£-milIion 
miles and gathered a wealth of scientific 
and medical data on man, his earth and 
his solar system. 


They started the homeward trek at 


6:34 a.m. EDT when they separated the 
Apollo ferry craft from the 118-foot-long 
station, which had housed three 
different crews for a total of 171 days. 


"It's been a good home," Gibson said 


as they cast off. 


After a flyaround inspection of the 


station, the astronauts fired the first of 
three engine burns that guided them to 
a blazing dash through earth's at- 
mosphere and landing in the Pacific- 


After the astronauts successfully 


executed the second engine firing, the 
Apollo taxi dipped from a high point of 
270 miles to within 104 miles of earth, 
prompting Carr to remark: 


"We're getting so low, it looks like 


we're going to scrape the ground. The 
ground really moves a lot faster down 
this low. Guess we'd better suck up our 
landing gear."

in a communique Thursday. The group 
offered a gasoline credit card belonging 
to the girl's father as proof that it held 
the 19-year-old coed as a "prisoner of 
war." 
The girl's father is Randolph A. 


Hearst, president and editor of the San 
Francisco Examiner. The group's 
communique called him "a corporate 
enemy of the people." 


Hearst said, "If this is a political 


problem it may become very, very 
difficult." 


In the letter Thursday to Berkeley 


radio station KPFA, the radical group 
claimed the girl was alive and

Deadly as the cobra 


BERKELEY, Calif. (AP) 
-The 


Symbionese Liberation Army which 
cfaims to be holding newspaper heiress 
Patricia Hearst is as deadly as the 
seven-headed cobra that serves as its 
insignia indicates, police say. 


The army, which also said it assas- 


sinated Oakland Schools Supt. Marcus 
Foster, is described by law enforcement 
officials as a paramilitary group of 
terrorists determined to destroy the 
establishment. 


Little is known about the workings or 


membership of the army. Police 
speculate that its targets include public 
officials, the wealthy and high-level 
business executives. 


The army announced Thursday in a 


letter to radio station KPFA that its 
members carried out the Monday night 
kidnaping of Miss Hearst, the 19-year-old 
granddaughter of the late William 
Randolph Hearst. 


Existence of the Symbionese Libera- 


tion Army —SLA —first became known 
on Nov. 8, two days after Foster was 
assassinated. The group claimed 
responsibility in a letter for gunning 
down the liberal black educator. 
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Truckers slowly start 
to return to work

More tracks were reported on the road 


todav as scattered incidents of violence 
continued and mediators attempted to 
persuade independent drivers to end 
their nine-day protest shutdown. 


Increased truck traffic was noted by 


officials in Pennsylvania, Missouri and 
Kansas, but there was no sign that the 
shutdown to gain reduced fuel rates and 
other concessions was ending. 


Pennsylvania Gov. Milton J. Shapp, 


the self-appointed mediator who initiat- 
ed negotiations between dissidents and 
federal officials in Washington, jour- 
neyed to a truck stop in Bartonsville, 
Pa., to explain the settlement to 
protesters. 


The manager of the Stop 76 in Bar- 


tonsville, Bill Fry, reported that 
truckers from nearby areas had 
gathered for the meeting with Shapp. 
But, Fry said, most remained opposed to 
the tentative agreement reached early 
Thursday. 


"They're just here to hear what he 


(Shapp) has to say," Fry said. 


Among other things, the government 


promised to provide the drivers with all 
the diesel fuel they need, and to allow a 
surcharge on freight rates to cover the 
recent hikes in fuel prices. 


"Should any attempt be made by 


authorities to rescue the prisoner, or to 
arrest or harm any S.L.A. elements, the 
prisoner is to be executed." 


Hearst said he believed his daughter 


was alive. 


Miss Hearst, a University of California 


student, was kidnaped Monday night" 
from her Berkeley townhouse in a flurry 
of gunfire. 


The same group has said it was 


responsible for the cyanide-bullet 
assassination last November of the black 
superintendent of the Oakland schools- 
Two alleged Symbionese Liberation 
Army members are being held in the 
murder of Marcus Foster Nov. 6, At that 
time, the group vowed vengeance on 
"the fascist state." 


The letter and Mobil credit card were 


turned over to Hearst. 


The group's only demand was that the 


letter be published in full. 


"No demand for ransom of any kind,

The violence that marked the nine 


davs of protest fell off after an- 
nouncement of the agreement, but 
authorities in at least eight states today 
reported shootings or vandalism had 
occurred again during the night. 


-Police said two drivers were shot in 


Ohio early today. One was standing next 
to his rig on the Ohio Turnpike and the 
other was driving a tank truck in a 
convoy. One of the two remained 
hospitalized in satisfactory condition. 


Two truckers reported being shot at 


while driving on the New York State 
Thruway, ihe first such incidents in that 
state, and another driver suffered a 
superficial arm wound while on the road 
in Pennsylvania's Franklin County. 
Four trucks were reported hit by 
sniper's bullets in Arizona. 


Although most of the big rigs involved 


in the protest remained idle, there was 
some acceptance of the agreement with 
the government as Shapp and other 
negotiators brought their case to the 
protesters. In Santa Clara. Calif., a 
truckers' group voted 112 to 50 to accept 
the deal after a bitter two-hour debate. 


"I think we are a long way from ending 


this mess," said strike leader J. W. 
"River Rat" Edwards in Kansas~City. 
"As long as the government refuses to 


talk sense, we won't either." And 500 
strikers attending a meeting with 
Edwards Thursday night vowed to stay 
shut down. 


So did drivers attending Thursday 


night meetings in Joplin, Mo.; Bran- 
ford, Conn.; Wildwood, Fla.; Coates, 
Minn.; Palmyra, 111.; Moorhead, Minn.; 
Glasgow, Del.; and Phoenix and Tucson, 
Ariz. To flex their strength, some of the 
protesting drivers went out and closed 
down more truck stops Thursday night. 


But National Guardsmen remained on 


duty in eight states to keep the peace and 
escort truck convoys of gasoline and 
food. Federal officials said they might 
call out federal troops if necessary. 


State police in at least 10 states said 


that truck traffic was up, but still far 
below normal levels. 


In almost every case, drivers speaking 


out Thursday on the proposed settlement 
echoed the view of Roger Gallaway of 
Overdrive magazine. 


* "It's is a sellout," he said. "They sold 


these guys down the river." 


Violence was down considerably after 


the proposal was announced, but there 
were reports of at least two shootings as 
well as tire slashings and hose cuttings. 


An Ohio trucker, Lawrence Huff, 48, of 


New Waterford, was wounded in the 


abdomen early today when a sniper fired 
at his truck as it moved along Ohio 11 
n«=ar East Liverpool. He was listed in 
critical condition. In Oklahoma, a bullet 
hit a policeman's car on Thursday. 


There were still more than 100.000 


workers laid off, and some more layoffs 
were expected to be felt briefly even if 
the strike ends. There were also 
predictions of scattered food shortages 
in the Northeast, where prices for scarce 
meat, poultry and produce were climb- 
ing rapidly. And it was predicted meat 
and produce would be short in supply for 
a week or so, with prices higher than 
normal. 


Against that background, a few 


independent truckers said they thought 
the settlement fair and it was time to 
return to work. 


But the majority of those speaking out 


said government promises of all the 
diesel fuel that truckers need, an 
immediate surcharge on freight rates to 
compensate for past diesel fuel 
increases and future rate hikes to pass 
along increased costs were not enough. 


Driver An Young said in Marion, 111., 


"When the fuel comes down to what it 
was in May, we're going to truck. But not 
until then."

tentative agreement reached in Washington m an effort to 
settle their nationwide shutdown. The trucker strike entered 
its ninth day today.

U.S. Atty. Gen. William B. Saxbe said 


in Washington Thursday the SLA may 
also have been involved in 12 recent and 
apparently motiveless street shootings 
in the San Francisco Bay area. 


Oakland Police Capt. John Lothrop 


said the SLA has at least 25 armed 
members, primarily students and 
nonprofessionals of both sexes — 
"mostly white and under 30" —with 
some Orientals and blacks. 


One SLA leaflet said each head of its 


seven-headed cobra stands for a goal: 
self-determination, cooperative produc- 
tion, collective work and responsibility, 
creativity, unity, faith, and purpose. 


It said the cobra was chosen as an 


insignia "because our forces are from 
every walk of life, every religion and 
from every race and by our unity does 
our strength and our common goal for 
freedom from the chains of capitalism 
make true the meaning of our seven 
principles of unity." 


The name Symbionese apparently 
, comes from the term siobiotic, meaning 
'the living together of two dissimilar 
organisms. 
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Embassy terrorists free Japanese, 
leave Kuwait with compatriots 


KUWAIT (AP) — Five masked 


terrorists freed a trembling Japanese 
ambassador and 11 other hostages today, 
boarded a jetliner carrying four other 
guerrillas and took off, apparently for 
South Yemen. 


The Japanese Foreign Ministry and 


the Iraqi news agency both said South 
Yemen's Marxist government agreed to 
let the plane land at Aden, 1,150 miles 
south of this Persian Gulf sheikdom. 


The Japanese airliner brought the four 


other terrorists from Singapore, where 
they were holed up on a ferryboat for 
more than a week after an abortive 
attempt to blow up an oil refinery. 


The terrorists in Kuwait seized the 


Japanese Embassy and demanded the 
Singapore guerrillas be flown here. 


The embassy hostages were not 


harmed. 


The terrorists' faces were masked by 


red kaffiyehs, the traditional Arab 
headdress favored by Palestinian 
guerrillas. It was initially believed there 
were seven terrorists who left the 
embassy, but there were two policemen 
also wearing kaffiyehs. 


The terrorists seized the embassy on 


Wednesday. 


They left the six-story building by a 


fire escape and were taken to the airport 
in a heavily guarded motorcade. Three 
of the terrorists left on stretchers, 
"suffering from exhaustion," said a 
fireman who helped carry them out. 


The hostages, who included the 


Japanese ambassador to Kuwait and 
members of his staff, were taken to the 
foreign ministry. All were reported safe. 


The Japanese airliner arrived in 


Kuwait early today with the four 
pro-Arab terrorists from Singapore. 


ISie gang invaded the embassy Wed- 


nesday, took 16 persons hostage and said 
they would kill all of them unless the 
Japanese government sent a plane for 
the four terrorists in Singapore and flew 
them to Kuwait. The gunmen released 
four of the hostages Thursday. 


The Kuwait government for nearly 36 


hours said it would not let the terrorists 
from Singapore land, apparently fearing 
that it would be unable to get rid of them. 
But Thursday night it said it had given 
the go-ahead in response to repeated 
appeals from the Japanese government. 


The four terrorists in Singapore —two 


Japanese and two Palestinians —had 
been holed up for eight days aboard a 


ferryboat in Singapore harbor after an 
unsuccessful attempt to blow up a Shell 
oil refinery on a nearby island. They held 
three Singaporeans hostage and 
demanded that Japan fly them to an 
Arab country, but the Japanese said they 
couldn't find an Arab country to take 
them. 


The Singapore terrorists released 


their hostages unharmed Thursday 
before boarding the plane for Kuwait. 


Both groups of terrorists said they 


were from the Japanese Red Army, the 
^Marxist Popular Front for the Libera- 
tion of Palestine and the Sons of 
Palestine, another Marxist group. 


Kuwait has given terrorists lenient 


treatment in the past but has been 
getting more and more embarrassed by 
its repution as a guerrilla haven at a 
time when other Arab governments-and 
moderate Palestinian groups are 
condemning terrorism.

He said it was better than the 
contract offered by the Chargers. 


"This is the best deal, all things 


considered," he said. 


Both Jones, who was drafted by the 


Dallas Cowboys, and Jaynes, Kansas 
City's third-round choice after being the 
No. 1 pick in the WFL draft a week 
earlier, said they would lake the best 
offer. 


"I'll be looking out for my best 


financial security," said Jones, who was 
picked by Detroit of the WFL in the third

Jaynes. selected by Memphis of the

WASHINGTON (AP) -Officials of the 


National Football League Players 
Association unleashed an attack against 
the NFL owners Thursday for canceling, 
effective March 31, the players' heakh 
and life insurance plans as negotiations 
for a new contract were about to get 
underway. 


Bill Curry of the Houston Oilers, 


NFLPA president, hinted at a news 
conference that the players might not go 
to the bargaining table March 16 unless 
the insurance is reinstated. 


Curry said: "It becomes abundantly 


clear what we can expect in 1974. We 
endured this sort of thing in 1970. The 
public and fans don't want to hear about 
strikes, but they will hear about our 
preparation lor a strike because of this 
kind of thing." 


According to the NFLPA representa- 


tives meeting in a threeday session here, 
the union was told Jan. 31 by the NFL 
Management Council-bargaining unit 
for the owners—that the NFL group 
insurance plan will be canceled as of 
March 31. 


The players' union protested the move 


but was informed by letter Thursday 
that it could extend the collective 
bargaining agreement, which expired 
Jan. 31, through the first 1974 regular 
season game or that the association 
could take over the premium of some 
$70,000 per month. 


Ed Garvey, NFLPA executive direc- 


tor, said the union's understanding of 
contract calls for health and insurance 
benefits extend from the first game of 
the season until the first game of the next 
season. 


He also said the union could not afford 


to pay the premium, which is "an 
indication that the owners either want to 
put pressure on us before we begin 
bargaining or are trying to break the 
organization by putting on the $70,000 a 
month premium." 


In a letter to the some 1,200 players in 


the union, the board of representatives 
said: 


"This unilateral act of cutting off your 


group life, medical and dental insurance 
benefits in the initial period of seeking 
ground rules for good faith negotiations 
operates as an abuse of economic power 
to kill group action, and by so doing the 
owners are reverting to employer 
practices of 50 years ago. 


"No U.S. industry of any standing 


during a period of good faith negotia- 
tions would even consider withdrawing 
benefits of a continuing nature such as 
hospitalization, medical, dental and life, 
insurance benefits for the family without 
any semblance of provocation 
therefore," the letter added. 


Kermit Alexander of the Philadelphia 


Eagles, an NFLPA vice president, said 
the owners have represented the health 
and insurance benefits to rookies as the 
security of the National Football League 
as opposed to other football leagues. 


"We feel that no one cuts off those 


benefits until you reach an impasse in 
collective bargaining," he said. 


Curry said attorneys for the associa- 


tion are studying the situation to 
ascertain if there has been a breach of 
the collective bargaining contract and to 
find out what further steps, such as a law 
suit, should be taken.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: I am 22 and have 


been doctoring for vaginal infections for 
almost a year. I have itching and a 
heavy discharge. 


I have used several types of supposi- 


tories and my husband also has taken 
some medication. 


My doctor has said I had three types 


of infections — yeast, monilia and 
trichomonas. 


I seem to get one cleared up and then 


get another. He said some women are 
prone to these infections but I'm getting 
: so discouraged- Could this be caused by 


birth control pills? —Mrs. D.M. 


Let's start by admitting that some 


women have much more of this trouble 
than others, and that some cases can be 


- stubborn. Having three types makes it 


even more difficult (although it is not 
unusual for more than one type to be 
present). 


Still, if you pursue the proper course 


of treatment for each form of vaginitis, 
you usually will be successful in clear-- 
ing it up. 


The trichomonas was the type for 


which your husband also had treatment. 
That is caused by a micro-organism 
called a protozoon, which often bothers 
women but rarely has any symptoms in 
men, even though it is present. 


The husband should take treatment 


for from 10 to 20 days, and at the same 
time the wife is being treated, so he will 
not pass the infection back to her once 
she is cured. 


Monilia is a different organism. Your 


question about birth control pills can be 
pertinent. Birth control pills are known 
to change the chemical nature of 
vagina! secretions in such a way as to 
make one much more subject to that 
kind of infection. Thus it is often helpful 
(and sometimes necessary) to change to 
some other form of contraception to get 
rid of monilia. 


As to yeast infection, have you been 


checked to see whether you have 
diabetes, or a tendency toward it? I 
mention that because diabetes is a 
common cause of yeast infections. 
Another factor which has been noticea- 
ble in recent years is wearing nylon 
pantyhose or similar snugly fitting un- 
dergarments. Switching to some looser 


type of clothing frequently proves 
beneficial. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: You wrote that 


alcohol acted as a depressant (sexually) 
in men. Does it work the same way for 
women? —L.P.B. 


Same way. Alcohol first relaxes 


inhibitions, then becomes a depressant. 
Not any specific depression of activities 
and responses, but generally. The se- 
xual aspect is only one of many. And it 
affects women just as it does men.

Sylvia Porter 
Food prices soon 
will stage blowoff 
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Recommended pay revisions 
for officials rapped by UW 


You are heading for a blowoff in food 


prices in the weeks coming up-grim 
news which should come as absolutely 
no surprise to you. You have been 
amply forewarned by the statistics, 
even elaborately prepared by authori- 
ties as high as the White House and the 
Agriculture Department. 


The 9 per cent upsurge in farm prices 


from mid-December to mid-January 
makes this inevitable. If farm prices 
continued soaring at this murderous 
pace, the farm basket that costs §1 
today would cost S2-81 a year from 
today. This rate of rise would translate 
into a compounded rate of 181 per eent 
and an annual rate of 108 per cent. This 
would make even 1973"s food price 
spiral look like a picnic —and no matter 
what claims the White House is making 
about our economic progress in recent 
years, from a pocketbook point of view, 
1973 was a disaster. 


Rocketed 16.3 per cent 


The price statistics for December 1972 


through December 1973 are now comsng 
out to confirm just how much of a 
disaster the year was. Overall, our 
food-ai-horne bills rocketed 16.3 per 
cent, with individual food categories 
Meats, Poultry, fish) even worse. At this 
rate of rise, the groceries $1 buys today 
would cost S2.I3 just five years from 
now and $4.53 in 1984, now only one 
decade away. To give you additional 
details: 


The average price of veal cutlets rose 


16 per cent to an average $3.26 a pound. 
If veal cutiet prices kept rising at this 
rate, cutlets would be S6.95 a pound 
within just five years. 


The average price of white flour rose 


36 cents for five pounds. At this rate, a 
five-pound bag of white flour

But enough will be passed through in 


the vital even-day necessity of food-on 
top of the horrendous spiral in fuel, 
other raw materials and the relentless 
increases in thousands of other indus- 
trial materials prices-to pound home 
again the fact that inflation is the No. 1 
problem of the world in these closing 
decades of the 20th century. 


If we do not tackle this problem on a 


global basis soon, if we do not vow to 
find and develop weapons to curb it, if 
we do not make progress in moderating 
this destructive price trend, we will be 
inviting a worldwide depression. This 
cannot go on indefinitely. This surely is 
now obvious to all. 


If we could conquer unemployment as 


we did in the 1930s, why can't we 
conquer inflation in the 1970s? 


Where is our leadership? 


Responsible leaders of both organized 


labor and big business now recognize 
the dangers. There is a deep longing 
among citizens everywhere for an end 
to these spirals. Where is our 
leadership? Why aren't the best brains 
of the nation and the world being put 
together to help find the answers? 
Where is everybody?

Pelisek notes about 25 per cent of the

two salary groups while the chancellors 
at Milwaukee and Madison would fall 
one salary ranking each, Pelisek said.

Spacemen home 
after 84 days 


ABOARD USS NEW ORLEANS (AP) 


—Skylab 3's astronauts came home from 
man's longest space voyage today, 
splashing down in the Pacific Ocean to 
end a flight which they said proved 
"America can do anything in manned 
space flight that it so desires." 


Gerald P. Carr, William R. Pogue and 


Edward G. Gibson climaxed their record 
84-day trip when their Apollo taxi ship, 
dangling under orange and white 
parachutes, hit the water. 


The recovery ship, the USS New- 


Orleans, was in the prime recovery area 
176 miles southwest of San Diego, Calif., 
ready to hoist the astronauts aboard for 
medical tests to determine how well they 
withstood their long exposure to space 
weightlessness. 


During nearly three months in space, 


the astronauts traveled 34i/2-mi"lIion 
miles and gathered a wealth of "scientific 
and medical data- on man, his earth and 
his solar system. 


They started the homeward trek at 


6:34 a.m. EDT when they separated the 
Apollo ferry craft from the HS-foot-long 
station, which had housed three 
different crews for a total of 171 days. 


"It's been a good home," Gibson said 


as they cast off. 


After a flyaround inspection of the 


station, the astronauts fired the first of 
three engine burns that guided them to 
a blazing dash through earth's at- 
mosphere and landing in the Pacific. 


After the astronauts successfully 


executed the second engine firing, the 
Apollo taxi dipped from a high point of 
270 miles to within 104 miles of earth, 
prompting Carr to remark: 


"We're getting so low, It looks like 


we're going to scrape the ground. The 
ground really moves a lot faster down 
this low. Guess we'd better suck up our 
landing gear."

The group 
offered a gasoline credit card belonging 
to the girl's father as proof that it held 
the 19-year-old coed as a "prisoner of 
war." 


The girl's father is Randolph A. 


Hearst, president and editor of the San 
Francisco Examiner. The group's 
communique called him "a corporate 
enemy of the people." 


Hearst said, "If this is a political 


problem it may become very, very 
difficult." 


In the letter Thursday to Berkeley 


radio station KPFA, the radical group 
claimed the girl was alive and 
unharmed- But it added: 


"Should any attempt be made by 


authonties to rescue the prisoner, or to 
arrest or harm any S.L.A. elements, the 
prisoner is to be executed." 


Hearst said he believed his daughter 


was alive. 


Miss Hearst, a University of California 


student, was kidnaped Monday night 
from her Berkeley townhouse in a flurry 
of gunfire. 


The same group has said it was 


responsible for the cyanide-bullet 
assassination last November of the black 
superintendent of the Oakland schools. 
Two alleged Symbionese Liberation 
Army members are being held in the 
murder of Marcus Foster Nov. 6. At that 
time, the group vowed vengeance on 
"the fascist state." 


The letter and Mobil credit card were 


turned over to Hearst. 


The group's only demand was that the 


letter be published in full. 


"No demand for ransom of any kind,

responsibility In a letter for gunning 
down the liberal black educator.

in Washington Thursday the SLA may 
also have been involved in 12 recent and 
apparently motiveless street shootings 
in the San Francisco Bay area.

members, primarily students and 
nonprofessionals of both sexes — 
"mostly white and under 30" —with 
some Orientals and blacks. 


One SLA leaflet said each head of its 


seven-headed cobra stands for a goal: 
self-determination, cooperative produc- 
tion, collective work and responsibility, 
creativity, unity, faith, and purpose. 


It said the cobra was chosen as an 


insignia "because our forces are from 
every walk of life, every religion and 
from every race and by our unity does 
our strength ana our common goal for 
freedom from the chains of capitalism 
make true the meaning of our seven 
principles of unity." 


The name Symbionese apparently 


comes from the term siobiotic, meaning 
the living together of two dissimilar 
organisms.

The President had been scheduled to

Nixon, who was 61 last month, was 


described as sometimes looking tired in 
recent weeks and needing more exercise 
and relaxation. That word came from his 
personal physicial Maj.

More trucks were reported on the road 


today as scattered incidents of violence 
continued and mediators attempted to 
persuade independent drivers to end 
their nine-day protest shutdown. 


Increased truck traffic was noted by 


officials in Pennsylvania, Missouri and 
Kansas, but there was no sign that the 
shutdown to gain reduced fuel rates and 
other concessions was ending. 


Pennsylvania Gov. Milton J. Shapp, 


the self-appointed mediator who initiat- 
ed negotiations between dissidents and 
federal officials in Washington, jour- 
neyed to a truck stop in Bartonsville, 
Pa., to explain the settlement to 
protesters. 


The manager of the Stop 76 in Bar- 


tonsville. Bill Fry, reported that 
truckers from nearby areas had 
gathered for the meeting with Shapp. 
But, Fry said, most remained opposed to 
the tentative agreement reached early 
Thursday. 


"They're just here to hear what he 


(Shapp) has to say," Fry said. 


Among other things, the government 


promised to provide the drivers with all 
the diesel fuel they need, and to allow a 
surcharge on freight rates to cover the 
recent hikes in fuel prices. 


The violence that marked the nine 


days of protest fell off after an- 
nouncement of the agreement, but 
authorities in ai least eight states today 
reported shootings or vandalism had 
occurred again during the night. 


Police said two drivers were shot in 


Ohio early today. One was standing next 
to his rig on the Ohio Turnpike and the 
other was driving a tank truck in a 
convoy. One of the two remained 
hospitalized in satisfactory condition. 


Two truckers reported being shot at 


while driving on the New York State 
Thruway, the first such incidents in that 
state, and another driver suffered a 
superficial arm wound while on the road 
in Pennsylvania's Franklin County. 
Four trucks were reported hit by 
sniper's bullets in Arizona. 


Although most of the big rigs involved 


in the protest remained idle, there was 
some acceptance of the agreement with 
the government as Shapp and other 
negotiators brought their case to ihe 
protesters. In Santa Clara. Calif., a 
truckers' group voted 112 to 50 to accept 
the deal after a bitter two-hour debate.

terrorists freed a trembling Japanese 
ambassador and II other hostages today, 
boarded a jetliner carrying four other 
guerrillas and took off, apparently for 
South Yemen. 


The Japanese Foreign Ministry and 


the Iraqi news agency both said South 
Yemen's Marxist government agreed to 
let the plane land at Aden, 1,150 miles 
south of this Persian Gulf sheikdom. 


The Japanese airliner brought the four 


other terrorists from Singapore, where 
they were holed up on a ferryboat for 
more than a week after an abortive 
attempt to blow up an oil refinery. 


The terrorists in Kuwait seized the 


Japanese Embassy and demanded the 
Singapore guerrillas be flown here. 


The embassy hostages were not 


harmed. 


The terrorists' faces were masked by 


red kaffiyehs, the traditional Arab 
headdress favored by Palestinian 
guerrillas. It was initially believed there 
were seven terrorists who left the 
embassy, but there were two policemen 
also wearing kaffiyehs.

"We're asking all drivers to shut down," the independent 


said. 


"I can't do that; I don't own the bastard," he replied. 
"Lots of guys who don't own their trucks are shutting 


down," he was told. 


"It's rough, ain't it," the Canadian said, as he walked 


toward the restaurant. 


The independent leaned back against the counter for 


another long wait for the next incoming truck, if there would 
be one. Truck fueling business was down drastically —only 
seven trucks had been in that day, far below the 50 to 100 in 
normal times, the cashier said. 


"Oh God, 1 wish this thing would get over with," he 


complained. "I've been here since last Thursday" from 8 
a.m. to well into the evening.

The December hike increased rates — 


enough for the utility to receive a 5.5 per 
cent rate of return on the net invest- 
ment rate base —were authorized to be 
effective for service rendered in the 
first quarter of 1974. 


But on Jan. 14, 1974, the village sub- 


mitted revised current information 
regarding the volume of biological 
oxygen demand (B.O.D.) loading of the 
largest sewer customer — Outagamie 
Producers Cooperative. The village's 
revised data showed that the proposed 


sewer rates authorized in December 
would not, under "conditions of updated 
information," result in the authorized 
sewer revenue. 


The village's revised data for the 


firm, showing less volume outflow and 
"purer" waste because of substantial 
improvements, indicated that the 
proposed sewer rates authorized in 
December would not result in the 
authorized sewer revenue. 


The sewer public utility service 


applied for an amendment to the 
December authorized sewer rate order 
and asked that new rates be established 
to allow the utility to receive the 5.5 per 
cent rate of return.

county council on aging.

Division of Family Services, Madison, 
will explain a new range of services to 
be made available to senior citizens 
and how to form a Waupaca County 
Council on Aging. This is the initial 
step in claiming this county's share of 
§400,000 from the state which is to be 
spent in 1974 and another $1.4 million 
allocated for programs in 1975. 


A resolution will be prepared at the

for presentation 
to the 


Waupaca County Board. Passage of the 
resolution would pave the way for this 
county to receive its share of $51,033 
for this year in Administrative District 
3, which includes Calumet, Fond du

"From each county council on aging, 
one representative will be chosen to 
the area council on aging, which will 
become a part of the exhisting health 
planning council.

Franz testified that the 
weapon was about five inches from the 
victim's face at the time of the shooting. 


Franz testified that he followed 


Lorimor and Gloudenians out of Sarge's 
because he sensed there was going to be 
a fight between the two. He testified 
that when he got out of the tavern about 
15 seconds after the other two men, he 
saw Lorimor on his hands and knees 
with Gloudemans above him, trying to 
get him to his feet. 


After Lorimor got up, he reached into 


his pocket, pulled out a wad of paper 
money, 
which Gloudemans took 


and placed in his pocket. At this time, 
testified Franz, Gloudemans had the 
pistol in his right hand. 


Gloudemans then pushed Lorimor 


against a nearby wall, holding the back 
of his coat collar tightly with his left 
hand while waving the weapon back and 
forth in front of his face in a "toying" 
manner 
for 
several 
seconds. 


Gloudemans then pulled the trigger, 
walked in a circle and said, "That's 
cool," or words to that effect, testified 
Franz. 


"I would say he was very collected," 


said Franz, who testified that he was 
standing within a few feet of the two 
men, in reference to Gloudemans. 


"He was calm. He seemed like he 


knew what he was doing." 


Of Lorimor, Franz testified, "He was 


more or less stunned, I guess." Franz 


said he did not see Lorimor make any 
moves to get the weapon or to protect 
himself. 


After the shot was fired, Gloudemans 


dropped the weapon by the victim's feet 
and Franz slowly moved over and 
picked it up, he testified. He then held 
the weapon for police. 


Franz testified that there was no 


struggle between the two men for the 
weapon. He added that he never saw the 
gun pulled by either man. but did see 
the sparks from the shot. 


The other man to testify that he saw 


Gloudemans shoot Lorimor was Garv

Skiba stated that he saw the two men

WAUPACA —Chief Fred Rasmussen 


in presenting the police department 
report for 1973 disclosed that in the past 
year, the 10-man force had a crime 
clearance rate higher than the national 
average and the number of arrests and 
convictions for the use and possession of 
dangerous drugs was the highest in the 
area. 


The scope of responsibility and year's 


work, shows that in protecting the 
property and lives of local residents, 
police spent 404 hours on investigations 
which led to hearings and trials, 
requiring 196 hours; 337 traffic arrests 
were made and 124 hours were spent in 
traffic court. 


Throughout the year, 2,235 radio 


messages were logged, 62,145 miles 
driven on patrol, 480 hours were spent 
in police training schools and, sand- 
wiched in between, officers worked with 
other agencies, handled park duty, 
received fire calls, investigated dog bite 
cases, picked up and disposed of 
animals, attended city-related meet- 
ings, and had special duty at the sani- 
tary landfill site, football games and 
parades. 


For the past several years the 


department has given top priority to the 
drug problem. Sgt. William "Red" 
Carlson, juvenile officer, presented 
educational programs at the local 
elementary schools, junior high school 
and Tomorrows, Inc. 


"For the second year we have 


realized a decrease in juvenile crime in 
our city and like to feel that our 
department is partially responsible for 
this happening," Rasmussen said. "We 
shall continue our programs and public 
relations with youth to continue this 
downward trend." 


During 1973, the juvenile record 


shows that there were 266 juvenile 
arrests, including larceny and theft, 
liquor law violations, traffic, curfew 
and loitering, burglary, vandalism, 
runaways, drugs, disorderly conduct, 
auto theift, forgery, sex offense and 
truancy. 


There were 48 boys and girls charged 


with larceny and theft, the highest of- 
fense, and 22 of these cases involved 
boys 11 and 12 years of age. Liquor law 
violations ranked second, with 43 cases, 
20 of them involving boys and girls 15 
and 16 years of age. The chief explained 
that most of these were for possession of 
beer, wine and whiskey and violations 
among 17 year olds had reduced since 
the 18-year-old law went into effect. "It 
is easy for 18 year olds to buy liquor for 
their younger pals," 
the 
chief 


explained. 


More than half of the 41 traffic viola- 


tors were 17-year-old boys. 


Forty were arrested for curfew viola- 


tions and 33 for burglary. Two-thirds of 
the burlaries were committed by boys 
11 and 12 and 17 years of age. 


In the disposition of all juvenile cases, 


107 were warned and released to their 
parents, 110 were referred to the court, 
and lesser numbers put under super- 
vision to the Department of Health and 
Social Services. 


The highest incidences of juvenile 


crime occurred in the summer months, 
42 in June and 31 in July. 


A total of 57 criminal complaints were 


filed, among them 41 burglaries, and 70 
per cent were cleared. 


Seven adults were charged with pos- 


session of dangerous substances; five, 
with car theft; the 41 burglaries 
included entry of seven residences, 
seven service stations, six breakins in 
the school system, six retail stores, four 
doctors offices and three factories. 


City police handled 10,462 telephone 


calls, a number of them having nothing 
to do with police matters. For several 
years the department has expalined the 
need for a central switchboard at city 
hall- 


Patrol hours have decreased to a total 


of 7,784 hours, 2,550 of them on foot 
patrol, from a total of 9,228 patrol hours 
in 1972.

Pizzas we have plenty of

Just 20 years ago, when Dean 


Martin sang, "When the moon hits 
your eye like a big pizza pie, that's 
amore," not one out of 20 in this area 
knew what he was referring to. Most 
felt he was saying "big piece of pie." 


In 1974, pizzas are as ingrained in 


our consciousness as the Green Bay 
Packers and the energy crisis. Very

frequently, the capping activity of a 
night out is "to stop for a pizza." We 
have a wide choice of types of pizza 
and atmospheres in the establishments 
which serve them. 


1 haven't eaten at every pizza joint in 


the Fox Cities, but of those I've tried, 
here is an evaluation of what to expect: 


• Pizza Palace, 815 W. College Ave. 


—More popularly known as Frank and 
Pat's, this has to be the liveliest spot 
in the Valley. Depending on your mood 
and seating availability, you have a 
choice of atmospheres. In the front 
part, it is noisy, furnishings are typical 
diner quality and the crowd often quite 
young. Toward the back, there is a 
smaller, carpeted room with nicer, 
wooden furniture, where the natron 
can bemusedly observe the often odd 
happenings of the front area. Later at 
night, the curtain is opened, exposing 
the "classiest" section, with marble- 
topped booths and a fireplace. This is 
the closest you can come to "in- 
timacy" on a busy night at Frank and 
Pat's. 


Pizzas served here are less struc- 


tured than most other places offer. 
Sometimes they are round, sometimes 
oblong. 1 like it when I'm in a more 
adventurous mood. Frank and Pat 
have a cheese-oriented pizza, with 
tomato sauce less sweet than most of 
the competitors' products. One of the 
strong points here is the use of fresh 
mushrooms in large quantities, rather 
than the usual canned, rubbery mushes 
most of the competition has. 


One other aspect of Frank and Pat's 


everyone should experience at least 
once is the atmosphere after the bars 
close on Friday and Saturday nighis. 
Invariably it is packed and noisier than 
you would believe possible. At those 
times. I have thought of it as a "zoo." 


• Sammy's. 211 N. Appleton St. — In 


contrast to Frank and Pat's, the pizza 
served here is always consistent. It 
will be round, sausage positioned in 
predictable patterns, one to each 
carefully-cut piece. The tomato sauce 
dominates a little more because it is 
slightly sweeter. I normally order 
double cheese. Sammy's is smaller and 
quieter. Hardly ever have I seen it 
rowdy. If I had to compare the quality 
of the food served here and at Frank

and Pat's, I would have to admit both 
are excellent and it's only a matter of 
my mood —which may be dictated by 
the type of atmosphere I'm seeking as 
much as the kind of pizza I want — 
which makes me choose one over the 
other. 
• Pizza Mark, 321 E. College Ave. - 


If I want a smaller pizza, I'll go here. 
The Mark serves Sammy's pizzas, but 
offers a "bambino" (8-inch), in addi- 
tion to the usual 12- and 14-inch 
varieties. The "bambino" is just right 
for one moderately hungry person. 
You'll run into a lot of Lawrence 
University students here. 


• Butch's, 1513 E. Cass St. — In my 


mind, this is the up-and-coming pizza 
place in Appleton. Formerly located in 
Kimberly 
under 
different 


management, Butch's is, as they say, 
"out of the way" and even hard to 
find. Cass Street runs off East New- 
berry Street, near Telulah Park. It is 
in a large old quonset building. At- 
mosphere is nearly nil, but the pizza is 
great. Butch will put double cheese 
and onions on your pizza for no extra 
charge and has another attractive 
come-on —free delivery. 


• Brat und Brau, 1100 Appleton Rd., 


Menasha — This is not my type ol 
pizza, but for those who prefer the 
original, crustier, oblong Italian pizza, 
this is the only place to eat. Pizza is 
not the primary food served, as the 
name of the place indicates. 


• Shakey's, 2295 W. College Ave. — 


This franchised place, the McDonald's 
of pizza business, uses the nation 
wide formula that has made its 
founder rich, but it is a compromise 
recipe I find unappealing. I guess I 
just don't like crumbled hamburger as 
a sausage substitute. But with live 
music and bench seating, many get off 
on the good vibrations. 


• Pizza Hut, 3215 W. College Ave. 


and 1924 S. Oneida St. — Another 
franchised place, Pizza Hut serves its 
product cut in pie-shaped pieces. 
Although I prefer Frank and Pat's, 
Sammy's and Butch's for the taste of 
the pizza, I'll admit Pizza Hut offers 
the greatest choice of items to put on 
top, including black and green olives. 


So, if you decide on a pizza after 


tonight's movie or bar-hopping, let the 
above be a guide to the type of piz- 
za-plus-atmosphere you desire.

Plaque is enemy of healthy teeth 


Dentists have determined 
that 


frequent eating of foods with high sugar 
content, particularly between meals, 
contributes to tooth decay. Dental 
disease begins with a sticky, colorless 
film of harmful bacteria called plaque 
that is constantly forming on teeth and 
gums from bacteria that are present at 
all times in a normally, healthy mouth. 


However, each time foods containing 


sugars are eaten, certain of the bacteria 
in the mouth are stimulated to create 
acid. It's this acid that attacks the 
hardest substance in the body, tooth 
enamel, eventually causing decay. 


Unfortunately for those who love 


sweets, harmful acids are produced by 
certain bacteria within a few minutes. 
These acids remain harmful for at least 
20 minutes each time a sugary food or 
beverage is eaten or drunk. Therefore, 
the more sweets are eaten, the longer 
the sugar remains in the mouth, the 
longer the decay process continues. 


It's hard to completely avoid eating 


between meals. However, high sugar 
content foods such as cookies and candy- 
should be avoided. Turn instead to nu- 
tritious snacks such as raw celery and 
carrots, milk and cheese, nuts, hard- 
boiled eggs, fresh fruits such as apples, 
oranges and bananas, popcorn, soda 
crackers, pretzels and sugarless gum 
and sugar-free soft drinks. 
"Essentially, plaque must be removed 
at least once a day so that it will not 
accumulate and turn into a hard deposit 
called calculus (tartar). If this is not 
removed periodically, more plaque will 
form on it, eventually leading to des- 
truction of teeth and gums. 
:The basics of a good home program 


begin with the use of a disclosing tablet, 
a Charmless vegetable dye that when 
chewed shows plaque-stains areas. 


If properly used, the toothbrush will 


remove the bulk of plaque. One of the 
most recommended brushes has a 
straight handle, a flat brushing surface 
arid soft, end-rounded bristles. 


The outer surfaces of each tooth 


should be gently scrubbed, using short 
strokes and angling the brush against 
the gumline. This method is repeated on 
all the inner surfaces of the teeth. Then, 
biting surfaces are vigorously scrubbed. 


While with good oral hygiene most 


persons are able to keep their teeth for a 
lifetime, advanced disease or an ac- 
cident may neccessitate extraction. The 
dentist will then provide properly fitting 
dentures. Training and experience ena- 
ble him to carefully evaluate every 
aspect of oral health and its relation to 
overall physical condition. 


First, he will review general health 


and make a thorough examination of the 
mouth. After treating problems that 
require professional care, he will make 
detailed impressions of a mouth and 
prescribe dentures that will be designed 


to work together with facial muscles, 
bones and soft tissue. 


New dentures will actually.be cons- 


tructed according to the dentist's exact 
specification by a dental laboratory 
technician who may be employed in the 
dental office or in a commercial dental 
laboratory. 


These technicians are not permitted 


by law to treat patients directly since 


their training, either formal or on-the 
job, does not prepare them to diagnose 
mouth conditions or to prescribe den- 
tures. 


After dentures have been made, the 


dentist will examine them in the mouth, 
making whatever adjustments are 
required. He will provide personalized 
instructions to help a person adapt to 
new dentures.

Women introduce bi 
to benefit homemakers 


WASHINGTON (AP) —Two women 


members of Congress who say the cash 
value of women's work in maintaining 
households has been neglected too long 
have introduced legislation for Social 
Security coverage of homemakers. 


Reps. Barbara Jordan, D-Tes., and 


Martha W. Griffiths, D-Mich., said in 
interviews the bill has little chance of 
early enactment. But they said it will 
start talk and ultimately should lead to 
recognition of the idea that women who 
cook, clean house, wash clothes, tend — 
and transport —children are just as truly 
economic producers as those who go to 
an office. 


Their bill would treat homemakers, 


for Social Security purposes, as self- 
employed workers, if they chose to take 
advantage of it. 


They would have to pay Social Security 


taxes in addition to what their spouses 
contribute, but they would pick up 
additional rights. 


"A wife who becomes severely ill 


would be able to qualify for disability 
benefits," Mrs. J'ordan said. "A 
husband who becomes a widower would 
also be eligible to a^ply for survivor 


benefits in order to assist in paying for 
substitute homemaker services." 


"Remember, there are some male 


homemakers too," she added, saying the 
measure would help the non-working 
husband of working wives. 


The homemaker who chose Social 


Security coverage would pay the 
self-employed rate, currently 8 pf r cent, 
but would have a choice of cash- 
equivalent income on which to base the 
payment. 


This could be the maximum subject to 


Social Security payroll tax, or the 
median national wage, or the median 
wage for women. The tax would be 
phased in over three years. 


Mrs. Jordan estimated the tax would 


be $320 for all in 1975, S320 or S360, 
depending on the option chosen, in 1976 
and $360 to $1,120 in 1977.

Cane said he would be willing to "back 
off" on his policy of diverting 25 per 
cent of family support arrearage 
collections to the county treasury if the 
program conflicts with state Depart- 
ment of Health and Social Services 
policies.

Arrearages in 
the county are collected through the 
family court commissioner's office- 


James Stampp, county social services 


department director, has taken issue 
with Cane's practice of turning over 25 
per cent of the collections to the county 
treasury. 


In a letter Wednesday to Woehler and 


the judges, Stampp said the county's 
share of support payments is 23.1 per 
cent and not 25 per cent. He said the 
state and federal agencies take their 
76.9 
per cent out of his budget 


regardless of how the court splits the 
collection. 


Stampp said that if the money isn't 


credited to his budget, the state and 
federal portions are taken from the 
county share of his budget, resulting in 
a budget deficit. 


Stampp also was miffed that he was 


never consulted about the issue. 


Cane told the committee it was his 


feeling that the county should get paid 
just as well as the state and federal 
governments. 


Cane also reported that his experience 


of handling support matters indicated 
"there is very little accountability" for 
people collecting assistance from the 
social services department.

Senate defeats bill for 
longer tavern hours

MADISON — Revealing its desire to 


prevent the loss of local government 
control, the state Senate Thursday 
slapped down a bill that would require 
all state municipalities to allow their 
taverns to stay open until 2 a.m. on 
weekdays and 3:30 a.m. on Sunday 
morning. 


The Senate polled decisively, 23-6, to 


put an end to legislation spearheaded 
by Republicans James iJevitt of 
Greenfield and Reuben LaFave of 
Oconto, that would conform the rest of 
the state with the Milwaukee County 
tavern hours. 


While the bill proponents leaned 


heavily on the argument that unifor- 


•mity would reduce late-night highway 
accidents caused by a dash to a 
neighboring municipality tavern, the 
opponents quickly jumped on the 
popular bandwagon demanding con- 
tinuation of local control. 


The present state law allows Mil- 


waukee County taverns to remain open 
until the hours mentioned in the bill. 
The other taverns in the state must 
-close by 1 a.m. weeknights and 2 a.m. 
early Sunday morning. Local govern- 
mental bodies have the power to 
require earlier closing times if they 
, wish.

Although Lucey refrained from comment dur- 


ing the torrid legislative struggle about legalizing 
the game in a state which had forbidden lotteries 
during its entire existence, associates say he is 
determined that there will be an iron-tight 
supervision of the licensees. 


One informed source relates that at least one 


prospective nominee to the control board told the 
governor when he was asked to serve that he was 
not sympathetic to the idea of authorizing bingo. 
Later he explained that he would be willing to 
serve because of his interest 
in assuring 


adherence to the letter of the law that provides 
for bingo licenses only to those nonprofit or- 
ganizations listed in the law, including civic, 
religious and veterans organizations.

NEENAH —Aid. Robert Storey, a 


bank president, is trying to persuade 
his colleagues on the city council to 
accept a model of local government 
based on private enterprise principles. 


Storey says the mayor and the ap- 


pointee department heads in Neenah 
should think of themselves as the city's 
"management team", responsible for 
providing services. The taxpayers in 
this scheme are the ''customers" of the 
city's services, and the aldermen elect- 
ed to represent them should take the 
role of a board of directors. 


This model, if followed through in 


practice, would change the legislative 
process in Neenah, and Storey has been 
in the middle of these textbook debates 
since last fall. One of the chief problems 
in carrying out his ideas is that in a 
relatively small city, the aldermen of- 
ten are called upon to executive 
business, rather than just decide policy. 


In 
one 
council 
discussion, 
for 


example, Aid. Michael Ellis, who takes 
an opposite view, told Storey that he - 
as an alderman —was "management." 


But the debates haven't been confined 


to theory. This week Storey took on four 
problems and recommended four solu- 
tions that flow from his central ar- 
guments against the way city hall works 
now. 


These were the city's assessment 


policies, a Neenah civic improvement 
foundation, an ordinance on gifts and 
gratuities to public officials, and an 
audit of the city's financial records. 


In a letter to the mayor and city 


council, Storey advocated eliminating 
all special assessments for street con- 
struction. "I believe that street con- 
struction or reconstruction activities 
could be planned and accomplished on a 
priority basis without undue hardship 
against the taxpayer," he said. 


If street construction was put on the 


general property tax lew, he said, the 
city's engineers could decide which 
streets needed improvement, and then 
do the job without, in effect, having to 
play politics. 


"If we are to adopt the policy of 


charging costs as proposed based on 
so-called direct benefit, why then do we 
subject all taxpayers to the school tax 
levy. Many now paying have no children 
enrolled and some never have used the 
facilities —yet they pay. The reason is 
obvious. It is beneficial to our entire 
community," he said. "So, too, are our 
streets." 


Special assessments, he said, often 


force residents to borrow money, or pay- 
interest when they spread the payments 
over a period of years. Storey told the 
council, "If a person is forced into a 
borrowing situation, I think he should 
be able to lean on the city and not pay- 
more interest than the city pays." 


Storey was responding to a proposal

Leo Mack 
and defense attorney Lewis Magnusen 
questioned the five witnesses called bv 
the state. 


Mrs. Clemans did not testify. She is 


alleged to have stabbed her 41-year-old 
husband, Charles, in the family room of 
their home while he was watching 
television. 


After hearing testimony identifying 


the deceased from a Mercy Medical 
Center pathologist and technician, 
Mack called Kenneth Schiefelbein to the 
stand. 


Schiefelbein, a neighbor of the 


Clemanses said that while he and his 
wife were scrubbing a carpet that Sun- 
day afternoon, he heard a scream. The 
witness said he then heard someone 
yell, "Help, Ken!" 


Upon entering his garage, Schiefei- 


bein said he saw Mrs. Clemans holding 
a kitchen knife and chasing her hus- 
band, who seemed to be bleeding -from 
his back and arm. 


According to the witness, the next 


thing the victim said was. "We got to 
get the knife away from my wife." Mrs. 
Clemans at that time, he testified, turned 
her back on her husband, who then 
grabbed her, forcing her to drop the 
knife. 


Schiefelbein said he then grabbed 


Mrs. Clemans" wrists and put them 
behind her back. After calling to his 
wife to contact the police and am- 
bulance, Schiefelbein said he ushered 
Mrs. Clemans out of the garage and 
took her with him to find medical help. 


Still holding the defendant, the wit- 


ness said he ran across several yards 
until he found a neighbor whom he 
asked to make sure that an ambulance 
and police were coming. He asked 
another neighbor to come and help with 
Clemans. 


Schiefelbein said he then took Mrs. 


Clemans back to her house, where thev 
waited in the driveway for police and 
the ambulance.

"You have no idea what he had done to 
me." 


From testimony given by two officers

Clemans was handcuffed when the 
police arrived and her cut fingers were 
bandaged.

Purchase of power plants 
made final in Kaukauna 


KAUKAUNA —The sale of assets of 


the Green Bay Mississippi Canal Co. 10 
the Kaukauna Electric and Water 
Utility was made final Thursday when 
the utility turned over a check for 
§2,159,360 to stockholders of the canal 
company. 


The sale includes shares of stock of 


Wisconsin Electric Power, cash and 
real estate, and the net outlay will be 
approximately SI.850,000, according to 
Utility Manager Ernest Mullen. The 
utility commission will decide later 
what to do with assets other than the 
hydro-electric plants which were the 
main properties in the sale. 


Previously the Kaukauna untiiity 


operated five hydro-electric plants, but 
only one —the Kaukauna city plant - 
was owned by the utility and on utility 
land, i he Little Chute plant but not the 
land was owned by the utility. The Old 


Badger, New Badger and Rapid Croche 
plants were completely owned by the 
canal company but operated and run by 
the utility. 


The company received a fee for each 


kilowatt hoar generated at the plants, 
with the total annual fee amounting to 
about $230,000. By assuming ownership,, 
the utility will use money formerly paid 
in rental fees to help retire the 
$2,350,000 bond issue which was floated" 
to complete the transaction. 


The sale includes land in Little 


Rapids, Rapid Croche, Kaukauna, 
Combined Locks and Appleton along the 
Fox River. Some paper mills and other 
industries are located on this land and 
also make annual payments. 


Mullen indicated the commission
